Two  questions — “Do  you  grow  your  own  seeds?” 
and  “Don’t  you  think  we  will  have  better  results  if 
we  buy  seeds  near  home?” — are  asked  many  times 
each  year. 

The  best  seeds  are  grown  by  specialists  in  various 
sections  of  America  and  Europe,  where  the  soil  and 
climatic  conditions  are  best  adapted  to  the  develop- 
ment of  the  different  kinds.  As  an  example,  Cabbage 
seed  seems  to  require  the  salt,  ocean  breeze,  and  is 
therefore  almost  exclusively  grown  around  Long 
Island  Sound,  Puget  Sound,  and  in  Denmark  and 
Holland. 

Probably  90  per  cent  of  all 
the  Onion  and  Lettuce  seed 
sold  in  America  is  growm  in 
southern  California.  The  best 
Beet,  Carrot,  and  Radish 
seed  has  always  come  from 
France,  but  owing  to  war 
conditions,  growers  in  Cali- 
fornia, Michigan,  and  other 
states  are  now  supplying  it, 
growing  it  from  French-grown 
stock  seed. 

Beans  and  Peas  require  rich , 
virgin  soil  and  a northern 
climate,  and  are  grown  in 
northern  Michigan,  Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota,  Montana, 
Idaho,  and  Washington  and  around  Greeley,  Col. 

Cucumber,  Melon  and  Squash  seed  are  largely 
grown  in  Nebraska  and  around  Rockyford,  Col.  Con- 
tractors visit  the  seedsmen  during  the  winter  months, 
securing  contract  orders,  then  arrange  with  farmers 
to  grow  the  seed  to  fill  these  contracts.  One  farmer 
will  grow  a hundred  acres  of  Hubbard  Squash,  another 
as  many  of  White  Spine  Cucumber,  etc.,  the  contractor 
supplying  the  stock  seed,  and  watching  the  growing 
crops.  In  this  way  only  can  the  highest  quality  seeds 
be  produced. 

Always  bear  in  mind  that,  no  matter  from  whom 
you  buy  your  seeds,  they  were  not  all  grown  in  any 
one  locality,  but  came  from  various  sections  of 
America  and  Europe,  largely  as  above  described.

PLANNING  THE  HOME  GROUNDS 

Nothing  adds  so  much  to  the  attractiveness  of  the  home  as  the  proper  arrangement  of  the  grounds. 
It  has  been  said  that  the  house  and  the  grounds  make  the  home;  therefore,  the  grounds  as  well  as  the 
house  reflect  the  personality  of  the  owner.

If 
shrubbery  is  to  be  planted  in  the  background  with  flowers  in 
front,  it  should  be  wider  and  may  be  irregular  in  width, 
arranging  the  shrubbery  in  groups.
